Passed By City Couwil On the Death 
nf Jdm T. HInton. 

The following resolutions upon the 
death of ex-Mayor John T. Hinton 
offered by the committee consisting 
of Councilmen Veatch, Nichols and 
Kiser, were adopted and ordered 
spread upon the minutes: 
"City Hall, Paris, Ky., Feb. 27, 1919. 

"John T. Hinton was born in Paris, 
Bourbon County, Ky., on Jan. 29, 
1837 nd died t his home in this ci^ 
on the 30th day of January, 1919, at 
the age ^rf eighty-two years. 

'*Mr. flinton had spent hip entire 
life in the dty.ed Baris. He tu^gan his 
career as an apprentice in the under- 
taking establishment of George W. 
Davis, who anrviVes^ him. When 
quite a younff niiah ha'alllMsked in 
4m fMiHta** ian# nndartiWng bnai- 
naaa for ^Mmailf , vln. ->which ha con- 
tinned until n abort time prior to his 
death. By hia atriet bnaineas integri- 
ty, energy and courage he soon built 
up a lucrative business and amassed 
quite a fortune, most of which he in- 
vested in Paris real estate, and public 
enterprises in said city. 

"He was a firm believer in his own 
town and spent a large part of his 
life in advancing its social, commer- 
cial, educational and religious inter- 
ests. He took the initiative in evexy 
movement for the betterment of his 
home city, and ,gave of his time and 
means freely in every undertaking 
that looked to its advancement 

"He was a member of the board of 
Council of the city for several terms 
and held tfaa Uigh office of Maypr for 
acvaral tagma* During his admjnatra- 
tion many of tiie public improrements 
of. the city ware added and tlw auc- 
ceaafnl financial condition of tiie city 
at tha expiration of his term of pub- 
lic office is a lasting monument to his 
energy, sagacity and <aod bnainess 
judgment. 

"His diversion was politics, and 
whether a candidate himself, or es- 
pousing the cause of some friend, he 
was always in the thickest of the 
fight at every election and wielded a 
potent influence in the political life 
of the community. 

"He represented Bourbon County 
in the lower house of the Kentucky 
legislature for three successive terms, 
and was several times a delegate 
from the -Seventh congrres^onal dis- 
trict to the national convention of his 
party; and aaaiated in the nomination 
of. Grower Cleveland for the pres- 
idency m 1892 and Woodraw.Wjlaan 
at tiie Baltimore convention. 

"He was an earnest and active 
member of the Christian Church, and 
he esteemed it one of the crowning 
events of his long and successful ca- 
reer that largely through his gener- 
osity and earnestness the handsome 
new church edifice, which is now the 
home of said denomination, was erect- 
ed. 

"As a husband and father, he was 
kind, affectionate and indulgent, and 
was held in the highest cataam by the 
members of his faiaily. Aa a citisen. 
he was patriotic, libml and faithful 
to his frianda» and.aerupulously hon- 
est in all his bininess undertakings. 
As, an officer he was painstaking and 
active, and held to the maxim that 'a 
public office is a public trust.' 

"In his death this community has 
lost a leader, who was easily one of 
the foremost and waa in a marked de- 
gree the architect of his own fortune. 

"Therefore, be it resolved, that the 
Board of Council of the city of Paris 
in .TCgnlar session asaemMed>do heret 
by mmtnd to his bereaved tenily^the 
heartfelt sympathies of its members 
in tiba hour of thav IwraavMent; 

'That theae raaorationa be spread 
at large upon the records of this 
meeting, and engrossed upon a page 
set apart to the aseaaaqr of Mr; Hin- 
ton ; 

"That a copy of these resolutions 
be given to the public press; 

"And that the clerk of this board 
be directed to deliver a copy of same
